The amount taken was approximate- 
ly $50,000, it is reported, 

Returning from the bank with a 
bag full of money to be used in 
making up a company payroll, Shaw 
was surrounded by five men as he 
stepped from the company aotomo 
bile in which he had made the trip. 
With a gun thrust at him Shaw re- 
fused to hand over the cash of whic! 
he was custodian, whereupon one of 
the five slugged him over the head 
with the butt end of a revolver. 
With Shaw unconsious on the pave- 
ment, while the hurrying throng 
stood aghast at the daring holdup, 
the five robbers leaped into the car 
and ordered the driver “to go like 
hell.” 

Car Abandoned 

An immediate alarm started a hot 
pursuit, police on motor cycles and 
in automobiles and citizens in com- 
mandeered cars joined in the chase.

FROM FT. WILLIAM 


| OTTAWA, Aug. 18.—Protests a- 
| gainst alleged discrimination in rail- 
way rates continue to pour into the 
offices of the railway commission. 
This morning a large number arriv- 
ed from different parts of the Dom- 
inion, including manufacturing firms, 


associations, boards of trade and 
cities. 
The Quebec harbor commission 


submits that the intentions of par- 
liament in building the transcenti- 
nental to reduce the cost of carrying 
the produce of the prairie provinces 
to Montreal, Quebec, Halifax and 
St. John for export “shall no longer 
be ignored” and asks for an eleven- 
cent rate on export wheat, over the 
transcontinental line from Fort 
William or Armstrong to Montreal 
or Quebec, 

The commission asks that rates 
between Quebec, Winnipeg and other 
western points shall be based upon 
mileage; that the rates from Georg- 
ian Bay and other Ontario points and 
from Chicago upon grain, flour and 
othed goods billed for export by 
ocean steamers, at Quebec shall be 
made the same as upon similar 
goods sent for export to Montreal. 


Further, the commission asks for 
changes in the transcontinental 


train service and that the Canadian 
government merchant marine shall 
be utilized to provide an efficient 
steamship service at Canadian ports. 
Submissions are to hand from the 
Moose Jaw board of trade, Toronto, 
and Quebec boards of trade, the city 
of Saskatoon.
